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= Dusting of snow not enough for 
businesses that need the white stuff 


Years ago, northern Michiganders 
could count on the credo, “there’s no 
business like snow business.” As 
snow becomes less and less of a cer- 
tainty, though. those same businesses 
are suffering the consequences of a 
not-so-white winter. 

“We've just been dead,” said Tim 
Geer who, along with wife Dawn, 
owns DT’s Westbrook Motel in East 
Jordan. 

“Typically, snowmobilers comprise 
“probably 70 or 80 percent of our 
[winter] business.” 

Though in recent years. the area has 
had an average of 10 inches of snow 
on the ground by Dec. 31. this year 
only a trace remained to ring in the 
new year after a month of slightly 
warmer-than-average temperatures 
and minimal precipitation. 

The lack of snow by year’s end 
doesn't bode well for the rest of the 
snowmobiling season. According to 
Geer, an avid snowmobiler and au- 
thor of the area’s official snowmobile 
trail reports, “historically. if you don't 
get a good hard base by the end of 


December, any snow you get [subse- 
quently] doesn’t stick, it just blows 
off the trail.” 

Though Geer has received “tons 
and tons of phone calls” from folks 
out of the area checking on trail con- 
ditions, the news he’s had to relay 
hasn‘t been good. 

“There’s just nothing,” he said. 

And while the news is bad for rec- 
reational snow-lovers, it’s even worse 
for the area economy, in which so 
many businesses, from snowmobile 
dealers to gas stations to restaurants, 
depend on an abundance of the fro- 
zen white stuff for their winter liveli- 
hood. 

Boyne City resident Shawn Mac 
Naughton has, for the last couple of 
years, depended on snowplowing to 
suppliment his winter income. Since 
mid-December, though, his plow has 
been removed from his truck and sits 
idle in the yard, waiting for the next 
snowfall. 

In late November. Mac Naughton

DNR asks area residents to keep 


Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources is in the midst of its 25th 
Mid-winter Bald Eagle Survey, and is 
seeking the help of local residents. 

This event, which runs through Jan. 
15, is open to all Michigan residents. 
The survey, sponsored by the DNR 
Wildlife Division’s Natural Heritage 
Program, represents an important part- 
nership between the DNR and the U.S. 
Department of the Interior, Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 

During the two-week survey pe- 
riod, which began on Jan. 1, bald eagle 
spotters are asked to report all 
sightings. locations, and behavior of 
any eagle. Survey information col- 
lected will be used by biologists and 
researchers as they continue to moni- 
tor winter locations and movements of 
bald eagles throughout Michigan. 

Only bald eagles sighted during the 
Jan. 1-15 time period will be accepted 
as part of the national survey. 

Eagle observations can be reported 
by entering data on the mid-winter 
bald eagle survey form. Participants 
may also send or fax reported sightings

Have you ever had a little secret wish, one of those 
personal goals that seems rather insignificant in the grand 
scheme of things, hardly worth mentioning, yet is always 
somewhere in the back of your head just waiting for an 
opportunity to be realized? 

In my brief career as a newsperson here in northern 
Michigan, I’ve created for myself a goal of that nature, a 
sort of personal holy grail. All I want, in my secret heart 
of hearts (don’t laugh now) is ta take a decent photo of a 
bald eagle. More than decent. Downright good. 

Wildlife photographers of better repute than I are prob- 
ably snickering as they’re reading this, either because 
they’ve already got such a photo or they’ve figured out 
that my limited skills will probably be the ruin of any 
chance I have of achieving this goal. 

That last count, I must admit, may be true — skills that 
make for decent photos of summer parades and school 
programs do not so easily translate into the tricky world 
of photographing elusive wildlife. Still, since moving to 
the great white (at the moment, not-so-white) north, this 
has been my wish. 

So far the dream has been out of reach. But I've been 
close. 

There were those few shots of the eagle that showed up 
regularly a couple of years ago behind Honeywell, for 
which my zoom was unfortunately inadequate, turning 
out distant photos that made the massive bird look like a 
sparrow winging almost undiscemibly against the grey 
ice and sky. 

Then there was the time I was heading into East Jordan 
on M-66 and, passing a cluster of crows feasting on 
roadkill remains, glanced over just in time to see a bald 
eagle sitting regally in their midst. 

That was it, [ thought, my photo at last. 

Of course, by the time I'd turned around, parked the 
car, and fumbtied to load the film into my camera, the 
eagle had decided it was time to clear out, flying up into a 
nearby tree, at which my heart dropped until I realized 
that he'd perched beside a second eagle. I thought I’d hit 
the jackpot. that is until it became clear that the objects of 
my attention were once again too far away; even with a 
zoom lens all | ended up with were pictures of two small, 
dark shapes against the gloomy backdrop of grey winter 
skies and evergreen. Venturing closer, I spooked the two, 
who then made a quick escape into the Jordan Valley. 

Foiled again, 

So the other day, when an alert reader called to inform 
us that an eagle was fishing at the mouth of the Boyne 
River, I slipped my coat on and headed to the car with 
mixed emotions. Sure, I'd love to get a picture, but given 
my track record, I pretty much knew what I'd find when 
I got there. 

Though it was only a matter of minutes between the 


"phone call and my arrival at the waterfront, of course, the 


eagle was long gone. I wandered the waterfront for a 
little while, camera in hand, but the only winged creates | 
encountered were a few ducks paddling around in the icy 
waters.

most interested in providing a needed service, and thus 
has worked to price the service as reasonably as possible. 
“I surveyed other taxi services in the yellow pages, and 
kept (my rates] under [those], Johnecheck said. 

The cost currently is $5 anywhere within the city lim- 
its, and then $2 per mile for up to a 10-mile radius after 
that. Special rates can be had for shuttle trips to Victories 
Casino in Petoskey, the Pellston Airport, Turtle Creek 
Casino, and Cherry Capital Airport in Traverse City, as 
well as to other popular outlying locations. 

With only one vehicle so far, a mini-van, Johnecheck 
and his two drivers, including his son, have been kept 
busy. “There’s been a tremendous amount of people [to 
use the service],” he said. “It’s amazing how many people 
have called.” 

Johnecheck hopes the calls keep coming. “We're look- 
ing to the future,” he said. “I believe East Jordan's going 
to go ahead and continue to grow. You can see it with all 
the different projects [going on around town]. I feel it’s a 
service we need over here.”

Tue Granp View 
A ‘grand view’ 
lends its name 


(The following is.the second instailment of a history 
of Grandvue Medical Care Facility in East Jordan, pro- 
vided by the Grandvue Auziliary.) 


With the addition of the infirmary in 1949, the faciity 
became known as Grandvue Hospital. The infirmary fa- 
cilities were located in the upper story of the old build- 
ing, and the residency was located downstairs. 

At this time due to less trees the lake could still be seen‘ 
from the premises. A visitor to the location once observed, 
“My, isn’t this a grand view?” While this is a well-known 
story about the naming of Grandvue, the “vue” spelling 
remains a mystery. 

Grandvue Hospital operated until 1958 when federal 
regulations stated that infirmaries were no longer accept- 
able, and a Medical Care Facility was needed. On Oct. 
26, 1958, the first patient was moved from Grandvue 
Hospital to Grandvue Medical Care Facility that accom- 
modated 61 beds, and a new era began. 

Although there are no remaining patients or working 
staff members who worked in both the Hospital and the 
medical care facility, there are still many “old time” em- 
ployees who like to get together to tell stories about life 
in the “good old days.” For example, Ella Tousley worked 
in the laundry for many years and loves to tell how they 
washed clothes by hand or in wringer washers and either 
hung them outside to dry or carried them up two flights 
of stairs in the old Hospital to hang them in the attic in the 
winter. 

Today Grandvue has a modermized taundry facility that 
was remodeled in 1999 to provide air conditioning and 
Separate sorting rooms for soiled and clean linen. Ergo- 
nomic carts protect staff as: they wash, fold; and deliver 
700-800 pounds of laundry every day. A personal laun-~ 
dry system was developed in 2002 that allows one laun- 
dry aide to focus on residents’ personal clothing. A state- 
of-the-art computerized system provides labels for each 
article of clothing, and one washing machine is dedicated 
to personal clothing and delicate items.

It was a tale of two halves for the 
Boyne City Ramblers Friday night at 
Harbor Springs.
